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My desr Mr President, 

T am shortly sendbng you reprints of several papers which 
have been sent to press since my return to England, Of these, % 
three are notes which contain the gist of Experimental Work done in 
Toronto last year, Owing to the stress of my duties here the 
full accounts of the researches cannot be presented to an Hditor 
for some time to come, In the other two pamphlets axe embodied 
some of the work which I have already done on the Concentration 
of Antitoxic Sera and of which I will speak later, 

I ought to have written to you months ago telling you 
of my arrival here and of the useful work on which I am now 
encaced, £-/ Soen after taking up my duties at Elstree I realised 
that opportunities wrested from me in Toronto, were to be afforded 
me here and I therefore postponed writing to you until, once 
again, my position was assured, 

It is nearly 18 months since a member of your Staff 
attacked me in a manner not in accordance with the generally 
accepted ideas of British fair play, When TI eli aen. Gor a fair 
trial, even though I was a junior, though I was a woman, apparently 
without influential friends, though I was a stranger in your 
country, I was condemned without being brought face to face with 
my accuser or accusers and without being given the opportunity 
of Kearing the definite charges made against me, Bven the most 


hardened criminal is granted such privileges! 
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I know that difficulties present themselves in the 
running of an institution comprised of so many unwé@lday departments 
But in this case such a condemnation might have meant the ruin 
of the career which I had been so steadfastly building uD, I know 
that the University ultimately tried to set itself right with regard 
to me and my future — but the slur cast upon me professionally 
was not removed, and I, perforce, had to bear the stigma in silence 

You may be surprised to hear that 1 still smart under the 
sense of injustice, At the time of the occurrence the feeling was 
so intense that it was only on the urgent advice of Dr Brodie that 
I stayed in Toronto through the Summer of 1915, As time has 
shown Dr Brodie*s wise counsel to do steady work and to live the 
episode down was sound, although it was no casy task for me under 
the circumstances, 

Apparently you dismissed the subject from your mind as 
peing merely a purely personal matter between the senior and 
4unior of a department, Had I been determined, at all costs, 
to obtain personal satisfaction from the man who had behaved 
towards me in such contemptible fashion there were powerful

weapons in my hand and thege were sforces outside the University 
to which I had the right to appeal for help, But such a course 
would have been contrary to the traditions of the professional 
classes of the country that bred me; 2 certain amount of 


publicity would inevitably have followed and the odium would 
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probably fallen in the wrong quarters, So I Reve refrained from 
taking further action and now I am thankful that 4t4-set, in

desperation, ,s0il my hands by adopting retaliatory measures, 
for, since my return here Fate has given me the chance of vindicat-= 
ing myself and my work, Probably when the latter is published

In Toronto while I was working on the Concentration 
of Antitoxic Sera I came to the conclusion that Banzhaf’s New 
Method was far from satisfactory and made up my mind to investigate

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My activities have not been confined to the Concentration 
of Sera = with the Director I have worked at several other problems 
connected with the production Antimeningococcus serum and with 
Tetanus Immunity,’ 

We have found time for all this work in spite of our very

from the text of this letter you will gather that for many 


reasons I was not sorry to return to England, at any rate until 
time and fresh interests would help me rise above the shock due 
to the shattering of my ideals and to the realisation of the 
cynical truth of the world wide philosophy that "might is right" 
and that, Justly or otherwise, the weak and the underline must 
always go to the wail", 

However in spite of all this I hope that some day I 
shall return to Canada to renew the true and sincere friendships 
made out there, And in the meantime I can but put the best of 
my energies in the work to hand, Although I fear that I cannot 
face anather winter in this low lying, mist bedrenched place, 

In conclusion I would like to express to you my appreci- 
ation of the courtesy and kind consideration you extended to me 


while I was in the Services of the University,
